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One year on, £121million hotel on peninsula is latest legacy of the Games 
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JUST one year on Royal 
Greenwich is reaping the 
legacy benefits from last year’s 
Olympics and Paralympics. 

Work started on a new 
452-bedrooom hotel with conference 
centre and ballroom on Greenwich 
Peninsula last week. 

It’s the latest example of 
investment into the borough after 
the 2012 London Games which 
brought in £28million worth of 
business to the borough. And 
follows more shops, supermarkets 
and businesses opening up or 
expanding. 

More than 5,000 local people 
got jobs with Games organisers 
LOCOG or its contractors because 
Greenwich was a host borough. 

And many were then supported 
into getting long-term work by the 
royal borough’s jobs and training 
agency GLLaB (Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business). 

The London Games firmly put 
the borough on the global stage, as 
iconic images of its historic building 
and park were beamed around 
the world. It made Greenwich a

‘must see’ destination for tourists 
internationally. 

The already-thriving tourism 
industry - which generates nearly 
£800m for the local economy, is 
seeing more hotels built to welcome 
new visitors. There are already four 
times as many hotel beds as before. 
And work on the new 452-bedrooom 
hotel and conference centre on 
Greenwich Peninsula started last 
week. 

Greenwich’s growing international 
profile has attracted investment from 
many overseas firms, particularly at 
the Greenwich Peninsula, London’s 
newest digital enterprise district. 

A partnership between the council 
and Cisco, the network sponsor for 
London 2012, brought investment 
from the company and helped 
accelerate the development of 
Greenwich Peninsula as a hub for 
digital enterprise. And a partnership 
between the borough and several 
Chinese technology companies is 
bringing direct investment onto the 
peninsula. 

Three new skills centres in the 
borough, including the Royal 
Greenwich Horticultural and 
Equestrian Skills Centre, are helping 
young people in particular to gain 
new skills - and open doors to future 
careers. 

A legacy programme of creating 


new sports facilities in schools, 
parks and open spaces is helping 
to boost fitness among people of all 
ages.

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Residents learn about more 
Crossrail plans for Abbey Wood

LOCAL people got the 
lowdown on what the 
new Crossrail station at 
Abbey Wood will mean 
for them at a public 
information event. 

They saw artists’ 
impressions on computer 
screens, viewed maps and 
questioned Crossrail staff. 

Around 8,000 residents 
from Abbey Wood and 
Plumstead were invited 
to the drop-in at Knee Hill 
community centre. They 
generally agreed the plans 
were a big step in the right 
direction. 

Crossrail has submitted 
its plans for the new Abbey 
Wood station to both the 
royal borough and Bexley 
Council. 

If they get the go-ahead, 
the new station will open 
in 2017 above two new 
dedicated Crossrail tracks 
and those used by North 
Kent services. 

The existing station 
will be demolished and 
relocated in the current 
car park by summer 2014. 

The work will be carried 
out by Network Rail, 
which is responsible for 
the existing network. 

Neighbours Malcolm 
Knight and Roger Simpson 
have both lived in Copfield 
Drive for more than 25 


years. Roger said: “It’s a 
pity they didn’t go ahead 
with this 30 years ago. It’s 
vital for the regeneration 
of the Thames Estuary.” 

Malcolm told GT: “Loss 
of parking might mean 
more people will park 
on the streets, and our 
road gets blocked enough 
already - sometimes even 
the dustcart can’t get 
through.” 

Rosemary Warner, who 
lives off McLeod Road, 
said: “I’ve seen a lot of 
changes since I came here 
48 years ago, and this 
will be good for people 


going into London.” The 
design includes a spacious 
concourse leading directly 
onto a wide forecourt 
connecting the station 
Harrow Manorway. 

There will be two new 
“island” platforms for 
Crossrail and north Kent 
services, plus six lifts 
to help passengers get 
around the station. 

From 2018 there will 
be a train every five 
minutes during peak 
hours allowing residents 
to travel right through the 
capital without having to 
change trains. 
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All change! 

New bus routes agreed for Kidbrooke development

IT’S ‘all change’ on the buses so that 
new facilities can be built for the 
new Kidbrooke Village hub. 

The 178 and B16 services are being re- 
routed from this Saturday (July 27). Route 
178 will now run direct along Kidbrooke 
Park Road and will not serve Tudway 
Road, Moorehead Way or Weigall Road. 

Route B16 will serve Kidbrooke Park 
Road, the eastern part of Weigall Road 
and the west part of Moorehead Way. It 
will no longer serve Tudway Road or the 
northern part of Moorehead Way. 

The buses used to wind right around the 
estate but need to be rerouted to progress 
development of the ‘village centre’ which 
includes almost a thousand homes and a 
hub of shops, leisure and health facilities 
with a new rail station. 

Residents who were consulted by 
Transport for London (TfL) last year 
were not happy with the original route 
changes proposed. They were backed by 
the council which worked with TfL to 
agree a solution. 

Last week a letter from TfL explaining 
the changes went out to local people. It 
says that route 178 will serve Kidbrooke 
Park Road as originally proposed. There 
will be three new stops: 

• Northbound - opposite the junction 
with Cambert Way 

• Northbound - north of the junction 
with Weigall Road and 

• Southbound - north of the junction 
with Weigall Road. 

The new bus stops will include stops that 
allow a change of buses from the B16 to 
the 178. 

Residents on the Casterbridge and 
Brooklands Park estates had raised 
concerns about walking distances to 
Kidbrooke Park Road, for the B16. 

After further consultation and discussion 
the council and Berkeley Homes agreed to 


fund a turning 

circle on Moorehead Way 

close to Wingfield School. It means the 
B16 will now be able to enter Weigall Road 
from Kidbrooke Park Road and then run 
along Moorehead Way as far as the turning 
circle, returning to Kidbrooke Park Road 
via Moorehead Way and Weigall Road. 

New walking and cycling routes have 
also been opened to help local residents 
get across the Kidbrooke Village 
development, including to and from

Kidbrooke Park Road. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member with responsibility for 
transport said: “Re-routing the buses is 
necessary to fit in with the new road layout 
for Kidbrooke Village. We negotiated with 
TfL so that we could get the very best 
outcome for residents at Kidbrooke and 
the new routes are the result of everyone 
coming to agreement by working in 
partnership.”

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Restaurateur awaits sentencing after conviction for 14 offences 


A MAN who tried to turn his Woolwich 
restaurant into a virtual nightclub has been 
convicted of seven offences under the 
Licensing Act and seven more for breaching 
food hygiene regulations. 

Ademola Dairo fromThamesmead had 
denied all 14 charges involving his Marbles 
restaurant in Anglesea Road, but was found 
guilty on all charges by Bromley magistrates. 
He is due back at court on Monday (July 29) 


for sentencing. The court heard police and 
licensing officers had paid several visits to 
the restaurant following claims that Dairo 
was opening beyond permitted hours and 
was selling alcohol without a licence. They 
found a large amount of drink and menus 
for alcoholic drinks in a basement bar. On 
another visit, they found a singer performing 
in the basement, again without a licence. 
Health inspectors also found the premises 


were not kept clean, there was no hot 
running water soap or hand drying facilities 
to the hand basin, and there was a mouse 
infestation with gnawed food packages and 
droppings throughout the premises. Both the 
police and the royal borough had sent Dairo 
numerous warnings reminding him that he 
was not licensed to sell alcohol or provide 
regulated entertainment, but he ignored 
them. Dairo also continued to run the 


restaurant despite a court order prohibiting 
him from doing so following the visit by 
health inspectors. Soon after the allegations 
were made Dairo closed down his restaurant. 
• The court heard he had also been 
cautioned in 2008 for unauthorised activities 
needing a licence while the premises had 
been shut on two previous occasions by 
health inspectors and he was prosecuted in 
201 1 for six food hygiene offences.

FOUR sporting role 
models left a well of 
inspiration among Year 9 
students after ‘Be Like An 
Athlete Day’ at The John 
Roan secondary school in 
Greenwich on Wednesday, 
July 10. 

The 14 and 15-year-olds 
attended inspirational 

workshops by local 
Paralympian Andy Barrow, 
GB sprinter Jeanette 
Kwakye, sports broadcaster 
Samantha Johnson and former 
professional footballer Kevin 
George. 

They focussed on the 
qualities and attitudes needed 
to succeed in the world of 
sport and linked them to the 
hard work and commitment 
the students need at school, 
especially for exams in Year 10. 

The students also made 
the most of healthy lifestyle 
lessons taken by Greenwich 
Get Active and multi-skills 
coaching from Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust. 

“It was a great day that clearly 
had a positive effect on the 
students,” PE teacher Natalie 
Mann told GT. “The aim was 
to inspire and motivate the 


students to help them achieve 
their goals in the future, 
especially to understand there 
is a lot of hard work involved. 

“Andy, Jeanette, Samantha 
and Kevin did not have it easy. 
They had lots of ups and downs 
in their lives but eventually got 
to there they wanted to get.” 

There were six 30-minute 
lessons with about 30 students 
in each class. Yael Sherr, aged 
14, said: “It’s been really fun 
and I’ve learned so many 
things. 

“Perhaps the best thing was 
that you don’t have to be so 
disappointed if one aspect of 
your life doesn’t work out. For 


example, if you don’t make it 
as a footballer you can still do 
something else, like coaching 
or into the business side of 
things. 

“It was a great help to me. I 
realised I could be more open- 
minded about things. Before I 
thought that I would probably 
have just one choice in life but 
this taught me that there’s 
always the chance to do other 
things. Two or three years ago I 
wanted to be an athlete myself 
but it hasn’t really worked out. 
Now I’m thinking about doing 
charity work in developing 
countries or maybe a nurse.” 

Yael, who lives in Charlton 


and now does other sports 
including wall climbing in 
Woolwich, was particularly 
impressed by Andy Barrow’s 
workshop. “He had a terrible 
injury but he said how it had 
opened up things for him and 
he went to compete for Team 
GB in the Paralympics,” said 
Yael. “That showed me how 
you can turn your life around.” 

What Emily Cole, also 14, 
found interesting was how the 
four guests got to where they 
are now. 

“It was pretty inspiring 
because they showed that 
success is never that easy,” she 
said. “I thought that sport was 
just, like, a physical thing but 
they showed there are lots of 
other things as well. 

“Samantha Johnson made 
me think a lot about what I’d 
actually like to do now. Her 
job as a sports broadcaster 
certainly appeals to me. I do 
lots of sport, I play football for 
Long Lane, centre back, and 
would like to do well at it. But 
the media thing looks really 
special. 

“What I learned is that you’ve 
got to work hard and see where 
it takes you. Miss Mann is a 
great teacher and encourages 
us a lot to keep going whatever 
the obstacles.”

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A night of 
ales 'n' tales 

I SKIPPED past the buzzing crowds revelling in 
the last hours of sunshine beside the river and 
stepped into the Lord Hood in Greenwich for 
the weekly folk night. 

I could hear scraping strings as they were 
tuned for the Tuesday night entertainment. At 
first there were but a few musicians there, but 
gradually as the hours swung by and the beers 
sunk the mood lifted, until 14 expert players 
from both sides of the river congregated to play 
quite a magnificent blend of uplifting, merry 
and traditional English folk music. 

Once a week, this collection of classic 
musicians and their unique, somewhat obscure 
instruments, come to life playing an assortment 
of traditional English folk tunes. 

As someone who's not used to hearing music 
much older than my age, I can say with all 
honestly this was a quite the musical epiphany 
for me. When you hear these instruments 
played so perfectly together you realise the 
remarkable foundations of modern music and 
how important our musical heritage is. 

Alec Gorham, 60, plays the melodeon, which 
bears a resemblance to an accordion. He told 
me: "Folk music was the pop music of the time. 
People would read the newspapers and put it 
into a song- 'who got hanged at Tyburn today?' 
for example. 

"Folk music covers all aspects of life. You've 
got your sea shanties - or sea songs - which 
were stories about the sea. Often people would 
play songs about Mr. Nelson and Admiral 
Benbow and the likes. Tunes like the ones 
we can hear in the background often attract 
words to be written to them. Hence you get 
ones like waltzing Matilda, as an example. 
That's an English tune that's carried all the way 
to Australia, and someone wrote a song to it, 
which is quite famous now." 

It was with a touch of sadness that I left the 
pub and stepped back out onto the busy main 
road, where cars were driving up and down, 
bringing my senses crashing back to the 21st 
century. I can wholly recommend the folk music 
experience which takes place every Tuesday 
night at the Lord Hood. 8/1 0

Show that's out 
of this world 

THE big question that Stella at Greenwich 
Theatre raised, was: if we have forgotten 
essential pioneers of our past, how many 
other things have we forgotten? 

Its small cast of two women and one man 
told a story that placed women in science - in 
particular astronomy - under the spotlight, 
and made the persuasive point that too many 
influential scientists have been written out of 
history over the centuries. 

Actor-director Chris Barnes found a way 
to make the audience members feel part of 
something very intimate, despite the dark, bare 
and high stage suggesting an infinite openness 
towards the sky. It was just a shame that the 
players did not use the theatre's space enough. 

The three actors alternated between the 18th 
century relationship between astronomer 
Caroline Herschel and her brother William, and 
the 21st century, where scientist Jessica Bell 
was fighting to save her family and her work. 

There was a deep connection between the 
two women, the first fighting to be heard by 
her brother, and the second yearning to keep 
her family together while travelling to pursue 
her research. Stella pushed the audience to 
question their capacity of understanding what 
really is "up there".

Ofsted upgrade for adult learning 


EDUCATION inspectors from 
Ofsted have praised the standard 
of adult and community learning 
classes provided by the royal 
borough.

All 
were judged 'good'. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal 
borough's cabinet member 
regeneration, economy and 
skills, said: "This is an excellent 
outcome for an important 
service which the council has 
transformed over the last three 
years into a modern high-quality 
community learning offer, which 
reflects the needs of the local 


area and helps residents gain 
skills, improve their confidence 
and progress into employment or 
further learning." 

Ofsted said the council had "a 
strong strategic vision for adult 
learning and skills to meet the 
needs of its local communities. 
Ambitious and innovative 
partnerships with the private 
sector and outstanding 
providers, such as Hadlow 
College, have led to the 
development of its Skills Centres 
to address the vocational course 
needs of learners better." 


The inspectors said learners 
now had access to a range of 
courses are designed to improve 
employability and provide 
routes to improved skills and 
qualifications. Half the learners 
came from 'deprived areas, 
success rates were high, more 
than three-quarters achieved the 
results they wanted, and more 
than a third went on to further 
skills training or employment.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

would be amazing. We are keen to arrange a tour 
one way or the other as soon as possible.” 

According to the book ‘Hockey’, written in 1899, 
The Blackheath Hockey and Football (Rugby) 
Club was formed in 1861 and probably played its 
first matches on the heath. The club, which went 
its own way three years later, was formed by old 
boys of Blackheath Proprietary School, and the 
school bell is still used to summon members at the 
annual dinner. 

“It’s all very different now, of course,” said 
Yanoulla, who has been a club member for 17 
years after joining as a 13-year-old. “The club is 
thriving with six men’s Saturdays teams, three 
ladies and three junior sides. Our membership is 
approaching 300, with 75 honorary members. The 
ladies finished third in the summer league and 
it’s a very friendly and welcoming club and we’re 
always ready to welcome new people at whatever 
standard.” 

Last year the club made a bold and exciting 
move when it joined with Eltham College to be 
renamed Blackheath & Old Elthamians Hockey 
Club, playing at Lee and in Kidbrooke Grove, 
Blackheath. 

“Being an Olympic sport gave hockey a 
tremendous boost,” said Yanoulla, who is training 
to be a junior coach.” “It’s a very skilful game 
and some players are known to cover about 10 
kilometres every game, so it’s great for fitness too, 
as well as being great fun.”
